Senator Morgan Makes a Long Speech 
On the Behring Sea Question— 
Changes Made in Senate Commit­ 
tees—Peckham’s Nomination Con­ 
firmed—Gossip of the Capital. 
Washington, "Dec. IO.—The first bus­ 
iness proposition brought forward in 
the house yesterday was a bill by 
Mr. Hopkins, republican, of Illinois, 
to amend the statute fixing the customs 
district of Chicago so that the district 
would embrace all of the states of Illi­ 
nois and Indiana. Mr. Hopkins ex­ 
plained that the bill was in the inter­ 
est of the smelters of Aurora, who de­ 
sired to be able to pay the duties on 
Canadian ores at the port of Chicago. 
At present, he said, Aurora was not in 
the district. The bill was passed by 
unanimous consent. 
The oath of office was administered 
to Mr. Price, democrat, of Louisiana, 
who had not been present at the pre­ 
vious meetings of the house. 
A resolution was passed for the ap­ 
pointment of three new assistants to 
the superintendent of the document 
room, as was a resolution for the ap­ 
pointment of Isaac Hill, of Ohio, as a 
deputy sergeant-at-arms and the three 
other employes agreed upon by tho 
democratic caucus.

SENATOR MORGAN IS ANGRY. 


D enies Am erica's L iability for th e Reb* 
ring Sea Seizures. 
Washington, Dec. IO.—The feature 
of the senate yesterday was a speech by 
Senator Morgan of Alabama, chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations, 
a member of the Paris Behring Sea 
tribunal, upon a resolution offered by 
him last week instructing the foreign 
relations committee to investigate the 
question of the liability of the United 
States for the seizure of British ships 
in Behring Sea in 1890. 
Mr. Morgan 
took the position in the last congress 
that the payment of a lump sum of 
$425,000, as recommended by the presi­ 
dent, was neither wise nor proper. His 
remarks on that occasion were the sub­ 
ject of some sarcastic comment from 
the British ambassador here in the 
latter’s official correspondence with 
Lord Kimberley. That correspondence 
was printed recently from the British 
Blue Book, and most of Mr. Morgan’s 
speech yesterday was devoted to pay­ 
ing his respects to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, whom he severely criticised. He

The Total Desttuction of the Little 
City Was Threatened For a Time 
and Many Buildings Were Swept 
Away—Help Was 
Sent 
From 
Green Bay. 
Milwaukee, Dec. 
IO.—Chilton, the 
county seat of Calumet 
county, sit­ 
uated about ninety miles north of here 
on the St. Paul road, was threatened 
with total destruction by fire early 
this morning. 
Assistance was asked 
from Green Bay and locomotives were 
sent from here and Hilbert Junction to 
move a large number of freight cars 
from danger. A grain elevator, a ho­ 
tel and several other buildings were 
burned. Since the departure from 
Green Bay shortly after I o’clock of an 
engine and hose cart, with their crews, 
nothing definite has been heard, com­ 
munication being cut off. 
Green Bay, Wis., Dec. IO.—An en­ 
gine, hose cart and ten firemen left 
here at 1:10 a. rn. for Chilton in re­ 
sponse to a telegram from Mayor Rem- 
mon to Mayor Elmore, saying that a 
hotel, an elevator and a number of oth­ 
er buildings had burned and that the 
blaze was sweeping over the business 
part of the town on the west side of the 
Manitowoc river.

bility. Great Britain contended, how­ 
ever, that the liability was decided as 
a necessary inference and President 
Cleveland, proceeding on that assump­ 
tion, had, through the state depart­ 
ment, agreed to pay $425,000 in dis­ 
charge of this alleged liability of the 
United States, but that agreement 
could not be carried out without the 
ratification of congress. The findings 
of the tribunal rested entirely upon the 
treaty-making power of the two gov­ 
ernments and the United States and 
Great Britain were bound to carry out 
the regulations decided on for the pro­ 
tection of seals, as much as if those reg­ 
ulations had been incorporated in a 
treaty. But neither government was 
bound further. At most, the award of 
the arbitrators would only furnis a re­ 
mote argument for the claim of Great 
Britain to damages for seizures. 
Mr. Morgan went at considerable 
length into what he termed the "in­ 
famous conspiracy” which proceeded 
under the protection of the British flag 
for the violation of the laws of the 
United States, and claimed that a 
thorough investigation and adjudica­ 
tion of the claims would result in large 
allowances of damages to the lessees of 
the seal islands and consequently an 
increased revenue to the United States. 
In concluding Mr. Morgan again re­ 
turned to his assault on the British am­ 
bassador for his rough criticism of him­ 
self, of which he said he was perhaps 
"unbecomingly careless.” 
At the conclusion of his speech, 
which occupied two hours, Mr. Morgan 
asked a vote on the adoption of his 
resolution instructing the foreign af­ 
fairs committee to examine into the re­ 
port upon the liability of the United 
States to Great Britain for the seizures. 
The resolution was then 
read 
and 
adopted without a dissenting voice. 
Among the bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Voorhees (Dem., Ind.) granting 
a pension of $200 per month to the wid­ 
ow of the late Secretary of State Gen­ 
eral Gresham. 
Mr. Baker (Rep., Ran.) offered a res­ 
olution, which was agreed to, calling

"It is no more possible to submit the 
territory within the Schomburg line to 
arbitration than it would be for the 
United States to submit to arbitration 
should Spain set up a claim to a part 
of Florida. The remarks of tho Jour­ 
nal des Debats are not conceived in a 
friendly spirit, but they have an ele­ 
ment of truth, which sensible Amer­ 
icans cannot ignore. It is easy to see 
that if this controversy is not skilfully 
handled a state of things might arise 
among the ill-grfioverned Central and 
South American republics which would 
involve the United States in a large 
expenditure for the army and navy that 
are now happily unnecessary.”

Winnipeg, Man., Dec. IO.—Specula­ 
tion has been rife lately regarding the 
probable action of the Manitoba gov­ 
ernment in respect to the Federal order 
in council, inviting Premier Greenaway 
and his colleagues to remove the a1 
the ! leged grievances of the Roman Catholic 
ministry in this province in relation to 
education.

"The government has had under con­ 
sideration the whole subject at various 
times since the receipt of the order in 
council of the Dominion government of 
July 3 last., with the result that it has 
become clear to us that no concession 
by the legislature will be regarded as a 
Canada.

Says Russians Warn th* Instigators. 
Shanghai, Dec. IO.—News has been 
received here which confirms the re­ 
port that the Russians were the insti­ 
gators of the conspiracy of Ll Hau Shin 
against the King of Corea. The Rus­ 
sians who assisted in the affair have 
identified some of the Americans who 
participated in the plot It is alleged 
that the latter joined in the conspiracy 
owing to the revocation of the gold­ 
mine concessions granted by the queen 
and because their salaries as advisers 
were reduced.

Washington. Dec. IO.—The Venezue­ 
lan minister has received a telegram 
from Caracas stating that the revolu­ 
tion has been quelled, and tbat per­ 
fect peace prevails throughout the re­ 
public of Venezuela. 
No word has come here touching the 
receipt at Caracas of the British de­ 
mand for an indemnity of $60,000 on 
account of the arrest at Uruan by the 
Venezuleans of a colonial chief of po­ 
lice, although 
President Crespo is 
known, to have returned to Caracas 
Nov. 23 from his vacation. It is pre­ 
sumed here that if this demand be 
made the Venezuelan government will 
inform the United States government 
of the fact, and urge that this also may 
be properly regarded as a matter for 
arbitration. 
Although on its face bearing a re­ 
semblance to the 
Corinto 
incident. 
where the United States government 
admitted the right of the British gov­ 
ernment to claim an indemnity for 
a ninsult offered to a British officer, 
it is believed that the same doctrine 
cannot be applied to the Uruan case, 
for an admission by Venezuela that the 
British officer was wrongfully arrested 
would amount to a confession that the

Mr. Landt had been in Monroe on a 
similar errand, and he and his wife 
left this noon for home. 
“ dome peup’e want us to furnish 
them with ‘hired girls,iu said Mrs. 
Landt. 
“ That ir about toe way to 
put it when you make an unvarnished 
statement of the fact. 
We have sent 
ten girls into Rock county this year, 
aud this is my fourth trip to Janes­ 
ville. 
Most of the country people 
want boys as they can make them,

What is probably the most remark­ 
able tree on earth was lately discovered 
the promontory of Kinsembo, south 
ot the mouth of the Congo. It has not 
even the vestige of a trunk, but spreads 
Its immense branches directly on the 
ground. Naturalists say that this curio 
from nature’s workshop is a relative 
of the boabab, the well-known giant 
tree growing on the prairies in many 
portions of the dark continent, which 
has a trunk measuring sometimes near­ 
ly fifty feet in diameter, while the 
branches often extend seventy-five feet 
and mere, 
their ends touching the 
ground, so that the tree forms a huge 
skeleton tent. 
For a short time every year the boa­ 
bab shows a scant display of meager 
leaver., but generally the tree is bare 
except for the large, melon-shaped fruit 
The shell of the fruit incloses a dry, 
white substance, which can readily be 
reduced to a powder, and in that form 
nerves as a specific against fever. In 
co roe districts the negroes eat the 
leaves. The trunk of the common boa­ 
bab is often hollow; such hollow trees 
are need as the burial places for the 
“‘sorcerers” cf some tribes, that the 
e^rth may not be polluted by their evil 
remains. Adamson pretends to know 
that one of these trees, which he had 
himself, shows evidence of being 
5.159 years old, while the untutored 
savages still look upon the boabab as 
a puzzle old and big enough for 
ship.
